LAVING UP TROUBLE 
FOR THE COUNTRY 


The following dispassionate, unpre- 
judiced and common sense remarks 
of the Rev. Father Morin, who has 
done a most successful repatriation 
work in Alberta, are respectfully 
communicated to the Public, the Min- 
ister of the Interior and the Free 


Prews: 

“T am persuaded that it would cost 
the government to bring in Frencn 
Canadians, Germans and Irish from 
the Western States nothing like what 
it will cost in the case of the Douk- 
hobors, for example, who are quite 
dostitute, and who will need to be as- 
sisted for the first vear 1 have sub- 
mitted a plan to the government by 
which I could secure hundreds of 
people I have mentioned upon con- 
dition, simply that the government 
would advance the price of railway 
transportation, which would be about 
a hundred dollars in the case of each 
family. This would be refunded in 
one year, the government to take a 
mortgage on the stock, For remem- 
ber, that those people in the western 
States, who can not sell their lands 
ae they are heavily mortgaged, own 
stock, and have besides, some money, 
so that each family would represent, 
say, a thousand dollars. Now, would 
it not eeem better poliey to foster such 
a settlement, than to bring in foreign- 
ers who cannot be made into citizens 
for at least fifteen or twenty years’ 
The French Canadians, Germans ana 
Irish would be ready for citizensnip 
at once. Perhaps,” said the reverend 
gentleman, smiling, “as a census is to 
be taken in two years, the minister 
la anxious for good round numbers, 
rather than quality. 

“As for the Galicians, i have not 
met a single person in the whole or 
the North West who ts sympathetic 
towards them. They are, from the 
point of view of civilization, 10 times 
lower than the Indians, They have 
not the least idea of sanitation. in 
their personal habits and acts, they 
resemble animals, and even in the 
streets of Edmonton, when they come 
to market, men, women and children 
would, if unchecked, turn the place 
into @ common sewer. In many 
eases they have been content with 
building themselves holes in the 
ground, where the family consorts 
with the animals—all in one common 
apartment.” 


Asked when the Galicians would 
learn French or English, the rev- 
@rend gentleman said, “As to French, 
never; English in 15 or 20 years. But 
they herd together, they do not un- 
derstand our ways or tongue; they 
will not vote; and the regular set- 
tlers of the Edmonton district not 
only do not want any more of them, 


but those who are already there 
should be sent away.” 
As for the Doukhobors, Father 


Morin sald that foo many were com- 
ing out at once. Two hundred or so 
might have been tried at first, but 
to bring out several thousands of 
them, quite destitute, was a rather 
doubtfui experiment. 

As far as the Galicians are concern- 
ed The Herald has no hesitation in 
saying that {/ proper steps were tak- 
en,the flist being the abolition of the 
reserve system, our own North West 
Indians could be made into farmers 
and citizens compared to whom the 
Galicians are so much trash. In 
five or ten years from now when re- 
spectable British and Ontario settlers 
are vainly seeking for farming lands 
in Worthern Alberta those who are 
responsible for throwing them away 
on a horde of hopelessly immoral 
and filthy Galicians will begin to see 
the trouble they have brewed for the 
future administretors and  inhabi-

Mr James A. Smart, deputy minister 
of the interior, was put into the sweat! 
box some time back and explained the 
success of Galician immigration 48 
being due to a certain Professor 
Oleskow, whose spbere of usefulness 
Nes in Austria, It must be admitted 
that the Professor is a hustler, since, 
he hag sent forward mo fewer than) 
6,000 Galicians. Mr. Smart was care | 
ful to explain that this gentleman was 
not an agent, and received nothing for 
his work; though on being pressed, 
he admitted that the genial Profezsor, 
had been given an advance of £500 
to carry on his work. Of 8,000 Euro- | 
pean immigrants for the pest yerr, 
more than 4,000 were Galicians. A 
Jittle over a thousand were from 
Great Britain, and a very small num- 
er indeed from Ireland. Of eourre, 
as Mr. Smart said, this was all the 
Frofessor’s fault. He was such @ 
much better hustler than the other 
fellows working elsewhere. The Gal- 
icians were & emart race. Although 
they came from that part of Poland 
annexed to Austria, they spoke 
neither Polish nor Austrian, but a 
distinct and almost obsolete dialect of 
Russian, which no one else eould 
speak. Hence they must be smarter 
than the generai run of people. Nor 
is this the only obsolete thing about 
them, as? those who have watched 


their habits in the vicinity of Edmon- | 


ton can testify, their eode of morals 
baving been condemned as far back 
as the Garden ef Eden era. Although 
the Scotch are generally recognized 
as the best settlera, only 205 of them 
came over into Manitoba and tne 
North West, and only 69 Irish. There 
were 520 German immigrants and 474 
Scandinavians. It was remarked by 
Mr. Davin, who conducted a good dea! 
of the probing, that for the elaborate 
staff of agents working in Ireland, vv 
immigrants seemed a very small re- 
turn, But what was mo:t hutiliat- 
ing and galling to Canadians present 
Was a statement to the effect that 
the government pays to the steam- 
ship companies’ booking agents a 
commission of £1 cach on passengers 
booked on the continent, and only 7 
shillings for each passenger booked 
in Great Britain or Irelaii, in fact, 
the market yalue of a Galician Is 13 
bob higher than that of an English- 
man. The booking agents must 
have made a fine killing over the Gal- 
icians, 

It comes out in 
those Galicians are 
most abject poverty. They had come 
cut to the North West urproviced 
with sufficient clothing, s°me of them 
were living in huts and in such a con- 
dition as io generate disease. Shortly 
after the first batch came out there 
were in the isolated building in ‘con- 
nection with the Winnipeg immigra- 
tion hall 148 cases, and a large num- 
ber sere quarantined for small pox. 
In the Winnipeg hospital there were 
a goodly number guffering from dir- 
euses such as erysipelas, abscess and 
inflammation. A nice lot of diseased 
and busted people to turn loose en 
the helpless North West! As Mr. 
Oliver well eaid, when you bring in a 
large number of people who have no 
means of their own and who depend 
vpon their hired labor in order to live, 
unless the labor and wages are evail- 
a for them, they simply eannot 

Ve. 

The ugliest feature cof this report is 
the sums of money paid to agents for 
this thing and that thing. For tn- 
Stance, three stearnship agents took a 
jaunt—what was it but a jaunt?-- 
through the North West before start- 
ing for the other side, amd, although 
they had railroad passes, the following 
accounts (presumably for living ex- 
penses) were allowed: Mr. Devlin.
